On Wednesday, November 09, 2005, Canine Services Detail deputies responded to a 
request from Industry Station regarding a search for a Grand Theft Auto suspect. 
Canine personnel were briefed by the handling unit, Deputies ijanc (Unit 
#142A) who stated the following: 


At approximately 0101 hours, they observed a vehicle traveling west on Valley 
Boulevard at approximately 90 MPH. When the vehicle reached Giano Avenue, it failed 
o stop for the red light and continued west. They attempted to stop the vehicle, but it 
failed to yield and a short vehicle pursuit was initiated. At the termination of the pursuit, 
the driver and sole occupant, Suspect Juarez, exited the vehicle and fled on foot into a 
large apartment complex. The deputies chased Suspect Juarez on foot, but eventually 
ost sight of him. A containment was quickly established and an airship and canine 
were requested. 


t was later learned the vehicle had been stolen out of Rialto Police Department on 
October 30, 2005. It was also confirmed by the handling deputies that the suspect was 
an adult. While conducting a search of the vehicle, the deputies found an AK-47assault 
rifle and handgun ammunition. 


authorized the canine deployment based on the fact the vehicle was a confirmed 
stolen and the handling deputies were positive Suspect Juarez was an adult. An added 
consideration for the deployment was the fact that an assault rifle and handgun 
ammunition were located inside the vehicle. This led me to believe the suspect was 
possibly armed with a high powered assault rifle or other firearm. Canine 
announcements were made throughout the contained area in both English and 
Spanish. Deputy Conti played canine announcements for approximately ten minutes 
on Leverrette Avenue and the apartments surrounding the area where Suspect Juarez 
was eventually located. 


A search team was formed consisting of Canine Services Detail Deputy Hayes +A] 
with his canine “Remco,” Canine Services Detail Deputies Ingreso ‘ae Conti 
EEE and myself. Prior to deploying, Deputy Hayes made several verbal canine 
announcements and developed a tactical search plan in which the team would start in 
the area the suspect was last seen and work west. 


The search eventually lead tof Leverett Avenue +#$] Prior to deploying “Remco” into 
the backyard of the location, Deputy Conti made additional verbal canine 
announcements in English and Spanish, however, there was no response. We saw the 
yard had numerous children’s toys and other debris throughout. There was also a 
child’s play house on the west side of the yard. Due to the clutter, the small size of the

yard, and the high probability Suspect Juarez was armed, we stayed inside the rear 
sliding glass doorway of the residence to provide ourselves with some cover. 

When Remco approached the play house, he immediately jumped inside and we heard 
a struggle. We then saw Suspect Juarez kicking and punching the dog. “Remco” 
attempted to defend himself by biting the suspect. We ordered Suspect Juarez 
repeatedly to stop fighting the dog and show his hands, but he refused. He continued 
to fight the dog by punching and kicking him. Every time he would fight off the dog, 
“Remco” would re-engage Suspect Juarez by biting him. This happened several times. 
On two separate occasions, Suspect Juarez placed his hands around the dog’s neck 
and tried to choke him. 


In order to gain control of Suspect Juarez and prevent him from seriously injuring or 
killing the dog, Deputies Conti and Hayes were forced to physically engage him. It was 
very difficult to take control of Suspect Juarez because he was fighting the dog and 
moving about the yard, wildly kicking and punching at the deputies. To break Suspect 
Juarez’ grip on the dog’s throat, Deputy Hayes punched him one time in the chest with 
his right fist. At the same time, Deputy Conti attempted to break Suspect Juarez’ grip 
by pulling apart his hands, but was unable to do so. Deputy Conti then struck him in 
the face one time with his right fist. This caused Suspect Juarez to release the dog, but 
as he released his choke hold, he rose to his feet and tried to escape by jumping over 
the west chain linked fence. The dog bit him on the right thigh as he tried to jump the 
fence. 


As Suspect Juarez attempted to escape over the fence, Deputy Conti was again forced 
to engage him. As he attempted to pull Suspect Juarez off the fence, he was kicking 
his legs back toward the deputies and swinging his arms wildly in an effort to injure 
them and aid his escape. In order to gain control of Suspect Juarez, prevent his 
escape, and prevent any further injury to the deputies and Remco, Deputy Conti placed 
Suspect Juarez in a rear bear hug. He spun the suspect around and forced him to the 
ground. Deputies Conti and Hayes were subsequently able to handcuff Suspect Juarez 
without further incident. 


Deputy Hayes was approximately six to eight feet from his canine Remco when the bite 
occurred. The total time of the bite was approximately thirty-five to forty seconds. The 
time the dog was on each bite was much shorter, but due to Suspect Juarez’ extremely 
assaultive behavior, the dog was forced to engage him several times. These re- 
engagements were caused by Suspect Juarez attacking the dog and breaking free from 
him. Suspect Juarez was repeatedly told to stop fighting and show his hands, but he 
chose not to comply.

Suspect Juarez was positively identified by Deputy [Jas the individual who had ran 
from the stolen vehicle and taken into custody. 


Suspect Juarez sustained canine rakes and punctures to his left forearm, right wrist, 
right thigh, and the bottom of his right foot. He also received a puncture to the lower 
right portion of his back. He was treated in the field by Los Angeles County Fire Engine 
#118, commanded by Captain Lile. He was transported to Queen of the Valley Hospital 
where he was treated by Physician’s Assistant Pastor. At the time of his initial medical 
treatment, the medical staff was unsure if the puncture wound to Suspect Juarez’ right 
foot would require surgery, due to possible tendon damage.

Due to the fact Suspect Juarez stated he 
only spoke Spanish, Deputy Conti translated for me. The interview was recorded on 
videotape. 


| asked him if he had heard the canine announcements. He told me he had, but only 
heard that he should surrender and come out with his hands up. | asked why he 
refused to surrender. He told me he was in a car that did not belong to him and he did 
not want to go to jail. | also asked him why he had fought with the dog. He told me he 
was just trying to get away because the dog was biting him.

| asked Suspect Juarez where the dog bit him. He said the dog bit him on his right arm, 
right leg, his back, and right foot. | asked him if he had any other injuries and he said 
he did not. | asked him if there was anything else he wanted to add and he said, 
“nothing, but thank you.” 


CONCLUSION 


This incident occurred as a result of Suspect Juarez’ actions. The injuries he sustained 
were the result of his unwillingness to surrender. The fact he fought with and attacked 
Remco was the reason he was bitten in several locations. The taped announcements 
were played less than seventy feet from where he was hiding. Deputies Hayes and 
Conti also made several verbal announcements within five feet of where Suspect 
Juarez was hiding. Suspect Juarez admitted to hearing the announcements. 


Deputy Hayes’ canine “Remco” performed extremely well by locating and placing a bite 
hold on Suspect Juarez, despite the fact he was concealed inside a playhouse and 
covered with debris. He also performed extremely well by preventing Suspect Juarez 
from escaping and or injuring the search team. If Suspect Juarez had simply given up, 
as directed, he would not have sustained any injuries, but he chose to attack both the 
dog and the search team. 


If a search team would have been forced to search without a canine, they would have 
been exposed to a more serious risk. Deploying with a canine proved to be an effective 
tool to apprehend an extremely violent and dangerous felony suspect.

Suspect Juarez was charged with 10851 CVC and 2800.2 CVC.

NARRATIVE: 

The purpose of this report is to provide additional information regarding the arrest of S/Juarez . 


On the indicated date and time, I responded to the area of Hurley St./Leverett Ave., La Puente to 
assist Industry Station units in an area search for an auto theft suspect that was also possibly 
armed, Dep a told me he had been involved in a short pursuit of a male 
Hispanic (later identified as S/Juarez) driving a stolen vehicle. The suspect fled on foot. A 
containment of the area was set up and a canine unit was requested (see first report under same 
file number). Dep [iso told me that .22 caliber and 7.62 ammunition were found in the 
vehicle. The vehicle had also been vandalized with gang graffiti. 


Based upon the fact the suspect was wanted for a serious crime, was possibly armed, his 
continued attempts to avoid arrest, and for the safety of the suspect, the residents of the area and 
searching deputies, I decided it would be safer to use my assigned police service dog, Remco P- 
99, to search for the suspect. Sergeant S. Burke, ee and authorized the deployment. 


Dep. R. Conti ,# played prerecorded canine announcements via his patrol vehicle’s 
public address system. The announcements advised the residents of the contained area and the 
suspect of our intentions to deploy a police service dog to search for a felony suspect. The 
announcements advised the suspect to surrender and he would not be harmed. The 
announcements were played throughout the containment.

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During the search of the area I saw a fresh scuff mark on a fence near where the suspect was last 
seen. This lead me to believe the suspect had jumped the fence in a eastbound direction. During 
a search of the yard where the scuff mark lead to a shirt matching the suspects’ was found in the 
bushes. There were marks and crushed bushes indicating the suspect continued eastbound into 
the next yard. 


Our search eventually lead us to J Leverett Ave, zal Prior to deploying my dog to search 
the backyard at the location Dep. Conti made additional verbal canine announcements. There 
was no response from the suspect. I sent my dog to search the yard. I saw the yard had 
numerous children’s toys and other household items strewn about. There was also a child’s play 
house on the eastside of the yard. Due to the clutter of the yard and the possibility the suspect 
was armed we stayed inside the doorway of the residence so as to provide ourselves with some 
cover and concealment from the suspect. 


When my dog neared the play house he immediately jumped inside and I heard growling and a 
struggle. I moved to see the suspect was kicking and punching my dog. My dog was attempting 
to defend himself by biting the suspect. I ordered the suspect to stop fighting my dog and show 
his hands. The suspect continued to hit my dog. Remco bit the suspect on the foot and the 
suspect kicked him numerous times. The suspect then grabbed my dog by the neck and began 
choking him. I continued to order the suspect to surrender. Dep. Conti and I moved to detain the 
suspect and free my dog from being choked. I struck the suspect once in the chest with my fist 
and he released his grip on my dog’s neck. As we tried to detain the suspect he tried to punch 
and kick us. The suspect tried to escape by trying to climb the fence. My dog bit the suspect on 
the right thigh as he tried to escape. Remco now had hold of the suspect’s pants and held him. 
Dep. Conti and I were able to get control of the suspect’s hands and eventually force them behind 
his back and handcuff him. S/Juarez was detained without further incident. 


Dep iii responded to the location and positively identified S/Juarez as the person he saw 
driving the stolen vehicle. 


When my dog made contact with S/Juarez I was about 6-8 feet from the suspect. 


The duration of the contact between the suspect was about 35-40 seconds. It should be noted that 
because the suspect was fighting the dog and kicking/punching the dog off the bite the dog was 
actually only biting the suspect for a matter of seconds. I checked my dog for injuries and could 
not find any apparent. 


S/Juarez was treated at the scene by Engine 118 Paramedics Allen and Gonzales under the 
direction of Capt. Lile.
